Aſtrology, is the judgment of the weather, eſpeciilly 
in an Ifland, ſuch: as is England, Scotland and re- 
land; where in one day, the ſeaſon changes ſo often, 
as that the morning may be cold like winter, and the 
middle of the day hot like Summer, and again the 
night cold as winter; and ſomerimes contrary wiſe, it 
is hot in Winter, &c. But the mixture and confuſion 
as it were of Sea and land, with the often and ſudden 
change of the wind, are: no little cauſes hEicofs 
Wherefore frequent obſervation and experience in 
each particular place is very neceſſary: without che 
which a learned Aſtrologian may erre more greſſy

He Biſhops See, now fixed in Durham, was firſt,placed 

1 in Lindisern, a little Ifland on the Sea Coaſt. 
Northumberland; and there placed by the firſt Biſhops 
of this Northera Region, becauſe of the privacy and ſoll- 
tude rhereof4 which made it thought more fit and proper 
for devotion; -, But both the Biſhop and his Monte. 
ing driven from thence by the mercileſs fury of che 
"Danes (who here raged extreamly) about the year. of 
Chriſt 890. they wandered up and down from place to 
place for 200 years : not finding any place where they 
might repoſe chemſelves in ſafety, till in the end the) 
ſar them down in Durham, Anno. 990 or thereabouty 
where t hatt ever ſiace continued. The Church here 
dedicated to St. Cuthbert the fixth Biſhop of Lindisfernt, 
2 man of ſvecial renown for piety ; whoſe reliques 
the ſaid Biſhops carried up and down wich them all 
their wandrings: till at the laſt they were depoſited in 
"this Church, as in a place of reſt and ſafery, The 
founder of it was Aldwinus, by whom the See was firſt 


here ſettled. But his foundation being taken dowt | - 


by william de Carilefo , about the firſt entrance of the 
Normans : that which now ſtandeth was begun by Him 


in the place thereof; and finiſhed by Ranuipbus Fl 5 
4 
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bard his next $ycceffour, Somewhat hath ſince been 
added to it by Biſhop Fernbam, and Thomas Weſcomb 
Piiour hereof about the year of Chriſt 1242. | 

Nor did Saint Cuthbert onely give name unto this 
Church, but alſo unto all that Country which now 
we call the Biſhoprick of Durbam, and anciently was 
called Saint Cuthberts Patrimony. For upon him and 
his Succefſours in that See, was all the Country be- 
tween Teis and Tine conferred by Alfred King of Eng- 
land: which his donation vyas confirmed and in part 
encreaſed by his Succ.flors, Edward Atbelſtan, and 
Canutiu the Daue. So fortified it was with Priviledpes 
and Royal grants, that at the coming in of the Nor- 
man Conqueror, the Biſhop was accounted for a Coun- 
ty Palatine, and did engrave upon his Seal an armed 

Ivilier, holding a naked {wo:d in one hand, and in 
the other the Biſhops armes. Nay it was onte adjudg- 
ed in law, thar'the'Biſhop was to have all forfeitures, 
Eſcheates within the liberties, ut Rex habet extra, as 
the King of England had without. 8 

But theſe immunities and Priviledges, were in part 
impaired by the Statute of King Henry the 8. 27. Nen. 8. 
c. 25. and altogether, with the Lands and whole rights 
thereof, conferred updn the Crown by act of Parlia- 
ment, in the laſt year of the Reign of King Edward 
the 6.
